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Chief  Justice  of 
Canada  Receives 

The  2005  Yes  She  Can  Award 

The  Right  Honourable  Beverley  McLachlin,  P.C.,  Chief  Justice  of  Canada, 
received  the  2005  Balmoral  Hall  School  Yes  She  Car?  Award  in  recognition  of 
her  professional  achievement  and  dedication  to  public  service  at  a  gala  dinner 
at  the  Fairmont  Winnipeg  on  May  24,  2005. 

After  receiving  her  award.  Chief  Justice  McLachlin  provided  her  perspective 
on  the  evolution  of  women  in  the  judiciary  in  Canada  and  noted  that  four 
of  the  nine  current  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  justices  are  female.  She  also 
shared  with  the  attendees  her  pleasure  in  meeting  Balmoral  Hall  School 
students  who  expressed  such  confidence,  vigour  and  eloquence  in  their  hope 
for  the  future  of  our  country.  The  Chief  Justice  closed  her  remarks  with  a 
challenge  to  the  assembled  group  of  parents  and  business  people 
to  actively  support  the  aspirations  of  girls  and  young  women  into  fields 
like  law. 

Claire  Sumerlus,  Head  of  School  remarked,  "Role  models  like  Chief  Justice 
McLachlin  inspire  our  girls  and  young  women  to  set  their  sights  on  any 
goal  of  their  choosing."  She  continued,  "I  am  proud  of  the  role  BH  plays  in 
supporting  the  development  of  the  next  generation  of  exceptional  women". 

The  Yes  She  Can  award  is  presented  annually  to  celebrate  positive  role 
models  for  young  women  and  to  recognize  the  achievements  of  women 
who  have  gained  national  and  international  prominence  in  their  fields  of 
endeavour. 

Over  $30,000  was  raised  and  will  go  towards  growing  our  Endowment  Fund 
at  The  Winnipeg  Foundation.  This  fund  supports  our  scholarship  program 
for  deserving  young  women  who  do  not  have  the  financial  means  to  attend 

Balmoral  Hall  School.  Our 
sincere  appreciation  goes  out 
to  the  alumnae,  parents  and 
Winnipeg  business  community 
for  their  support.

I  was  also 
very  proud  of  our  senior  girls  when  the 
Chief  Justice  mentioned  how  poised, 
eloquent  and  full  of  hope  for  the  future 
she  felt  our  students  were  when  she 
met  them  during  her  tour  of  BH. 

As  a  school,  BH  has  never  been  more 
prepared  to  advance  our  commitment 
to  excellence  in  girls  education.  Our 
educational  program  has  been  carefully 
and  strategically  structured  based 
on  our  global  research  into  the  best 
practices  in  learning  for  girls  and 
young  women.  From  our  commitment 
to  small  class  sizes,  which  foster  an 
intimate  learning  environment  that 
focuses  on  the  individual  not  the  group, 
to  maintaining  the  BH  tradition  of 
ensuring  an  atmosphere  that  is  caring 
and  nurturing,  we  will  continue  to 
prepare  our  students  for  their  roles  as 
leaders  on  the  global  stage. 

For  teachers  and  parents,  graduation 
is  generally  seen  as  a  time  to  say 
goodbye.  I  prefer  to  think  of  this  as 
my  first  opportunity  to  welcome  these 
wonderful  young  women  as  the  newest 
members  of  the  BH  alumnae.  Over 
the  past  year,  I  have  spent  time  with 
alumnae  around  the  world — from 
England  to  Vancouver — discovering 
how  their  BH  experience  has  set  them 
firmly  on  the  path  to  success.  I  often 


encourage  our  young  graduates  to  take 
full  advantage  of  the  global  network  of 
strong,  resourceful  women  who  are  the 
BH  alumnae. 

Looking  to  these  women,  our  girls  can 
find  role  models  who  exemplify  the 
BH  motto,  Meliora  Petens,  Seeking 
Better  Things.  We  do  not  have  to  look 
very  far  to  see  their  contributions 
being  recognized.  Of  special  note 
was  the  July  15*^ ,  2005  ceremony 
where  Riverbend  Alumna  Kathleen 
Richardson,  was  honoured  with  the 
Order  of  Manitoba  for  her  outstanding 
contribution  to  the  community. 

At  this  year's  closing  exercises,  I 
challenged  our  graduates  to  adopt 
a  personal  mantra  as  a  reminder  of 
how  they  can  continue  to  approach 
whatever  the  future  holds  with  energy, 
confidence  and  enthusiasm.

Heather  Welch,  Closing  Exercises 
Keynote  Speaker  2005 

Today  is  a  day  I  know  you  have  all 
been  looking  forward  to,  for  what  may 
as  well  have  been  an  eternity  as  you 
entered  Kindergarten  thirteen  years 
ago.  And  now  that  you  are  finally 
here,  perhaps  the  safest  place  to  look 
first  is  back  to  your  past.  The  most 
important  lessons  you  have  learned  so 
far,  cannot  be  recited  or  written  down 
and  turned  in  for  a  grade.  The  lessons 
I  speak  of  involve  many  friendships, 
hard  work,  love  and  dedication.  The 
school  memories  we  hope  you  will 
cherish  forever  include  the  many 
friendships  you  have  developed,  a 
favourite  teacher  who  touched  you  in 
some  way,  events  and  activities  that 
encouraged  you  to  try  new  things,  trips 
that  exposed  you  to  life  outside  of  the 
protective  walls  of  BH,  both  the  victory 
and  agony  of  sports  and  of  course, 
learning  how  to  learn.  I  believe  and 
hope  that  your  education  so  far,  has 
helped  you  build  the  foundation  you 
need  to  choose  a  path,  a  direction  for 
your  future. 

I  know  the  monumental  question  many 
of  you  are  now  struggling  with  is  how 
do  you  really  decide  what  you  want 
to  be  for  the  rest  of  your  life?  A  few 
of  you  have  some  pretty  good  ideas 
already.  You  may  still  want  to  be  the 
person  you  decided  to  be  as  a  child.  It 
was  not  uncommon  for  your  parents, 
or  your  teachers  to  ask  you  at  a  very 
young  age  what  you  want  to  be  when 
you  grow  up.  It  was  probably  a  lot 
easier  to  answer  that  question  then, 
than  it  is  now. 


Take  comfort  in  knowing  that  this 
struggle  to  pursue  a  meaningful  and 
satisfying  life  is  universal.  Your  parents 
will  tell  you  how  difficult  a  decision 
this  was  for  them  too.  But  there  are 
some  strategies  to  help  you  with 
your  decision. 

The  first  thing  you  need  to  ask  yourself 
is  "Who  am  I?"  In  an  effort  to  become 
familiar  with  and  understand  yourself 
better,  ask  yourself  some  of  the 
following: 

What  are  your  values?— These  are 
your  core  beliefs,  ideologies,  ethics, 
moral  attitudes  and  ideals.  They  define 
who  you  are  and  what  is  meaningful 
to  you. 

What  are  your  gifts? — These  are 
your  talents,  experiences,  abilities, 
aptitude,  education  and  traits.  They 
mold  how  you  can  uniquely  contribute. 

What  are  your  dreams?  Do  you  have 
a  Wish  List?  If  you  don't,  you  should. 
Write  down  all  the  things  you'd  like 
to  accomplish  or  try  before  you  are  50 
and  for  those  parents  and  grandparents 
in  the  audience,  if  you  haven't  done  it 
yet,  I  invite  you  to  do  it  too.  Feel  free  to 
change  the  "before  50"  to  some  other 
date! 

Listen  to  your  heart  and  don't  be  afraid 
to  take  a  chance  on  your  future.  You, 
single-handedly,  can  truly  make  a 
difference  in  this  world.  We  should 
all  attempt  to  make  the  world  a  better 
place  behind  us  than  it  is  in  front  of  us. 


You  must  recognize  your  capabilities 
and  use  them  to  achieve  and  attain 
self-respect  and  purpose  in  life.  This 
quest  for  fulfillment  does  not  apply 
simply  to  your  career  aspirations,  it 
involves  your  whole  life.  Having  a 
definite  purpose  in  life  and  direction 
ensures  a  genuine  self-confidence 
and  self-respect.  Fulfillment  is  only 
achieved  through  an  ambitious  work 
ethic,  being  thoughtful  of  others, 
being  mentally  curious  and  active  at 
all  times.  A  fulfilled  person  is  one 
who  has  a  sound  sense  of  personal 
and  community  values  and  most 
importantly,  lives  by  them  daily  in 
her  largest  and  smallest  tasks.  She 
tends  to  measure  wealth  in  terms  of 
good  mental  and  physical  well-being. 
Success  is  being  happy  with  what  you 
have,  whether  it's  a  lot  or  a  little. 

One  of  the  biggest  mistakes  you  can 
make  in  your  life  is  to  just  accept  the 
known  and  resist  the  unknown.  You 
should,  in  fact,  do  the  exact  opposite: 
challenge  the  known  and  embrace 
the  unknown.  You  girls  have  achieved 
incredible  success.  As  we  all  head 
off  on  our  individual  journeys,  I  look 
forward  to  our  next  reunion  to  share 
where  life  has  taken  us.

When  asked  why  we  chose 
BH  over  other  schools  for 
Navdeep,  we  must  say 
that  it  was  primarily  for  its  all- 
girls  environment.

"I  always  knew  that  volunteering  and  giving  back  to  your 
community  was  an  important  part  of  life.  However,  it  was 
only  after  I  started  volunteering  that  I  was  truly  able  to 
appreciate  its  worth  and  meaning.  I  started  by  volunteering 
at  the  Health  Sciences  Centre,  where  many  volunteers  give 
their  time  to  help  the  well-being  of  the  hospital  and  its 
patients.

A  site  visit  when  I  was  involved  with  the  Youth  in 
Philanthropy  lead  me  there  and  shortly  after  I  began 
volunteering.  I  started  out  by  re-designing  their  monthly 
newsletter  but  eventually  recognized  the  fact  that  the 
participants  of  the  centre  were  enthusiastic  about  a 
proposed  magazine  idea.  With  that  thought  in  mind,  I 
spearheaded  the  Wolseley  Connection,  their  new  magazine 
that  provides  a  voice  to  the  participants  and  includes 
articles  such  as  health  issues  and  social  problems. 

Balancing  school,  competitive  speed  swimming,  being  the 
Community  Service  Prefect  and  the  Chair  of  the  Youth  in 
Philanthropy  committee  has  made  for  an  extremely  busy 
year,  but  in  the  end,  it  was  definitely  worth  it!" 
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I  also  volunteer  with  Wolseley  Family  Place,  a  non-profit 
organization  that  provides  support  to  families  in  the  inner  city.

Since  I  graduated  from  BH  in  2001 , 
I  have  been  attending  Mount 
Allison  University  in  Sackville, 
New  Brunswick.  I  LOVED  it!  At  this 
small  university  in  a  rural  Maritime 
town  (with  one  stop-light! ),  I 
discovered  the  true  meaning  of 
"Maritime  Hospitality".  I  was 
exposed  to  amazing  research  and  academic  opportunities 
and  I  made  many  lifelong  friends. 

In  terms  of  academics,  this  April,  I  graduated  with  First 
Class  Honours  and  Distinction  in  biology  with  a  minor  in 
psychology,  and  was  thrilled  to  win  the  Gold  Medal  in  my 
faculty  (biology  and  biochemistry).  For  over  a  year,  I  have 
been  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Natural  Sciences  and 
Engineering  Research  Council  (NSERC)  to  study  Biological 
Oceanography  for  my  Honours  research. 

As  part  of  my  fieldwork,  I  spent  two  weeks  as  a  junior 
scientist  aboard  the  H.M.S.  Teleost,  stationed  in  the  Gulf 
of  St.  Lawrence,  where  we  conducted  around  the  clock 
research  on  bottom-feeding  fish,  like  the  cod  populations, 
in  this  region.

One  of 
the  highlights  of  which  was  a  research  course  I  completed 
in  the  Dutch  Antilles.  I  participated  in  a  10-day  SCUBA- 
diving  research  project  on  tropical  sponge  and  coral 
species  in  the  area.  On  this  trip,  my  research  team  dove 
to  depths  of  more  than  110  feet  to  collect  our  data!  I 
was  also  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  work  as  a  teaching 
assistant  with  the  biology/biochemistry  and  chemistry 
departments.  During  three  years  of  TA-ing,  I  taught  nine 
lab  courses.  These  were  incredibly  rewarding  and  often 
highly  entertaining  experiences! 


From  the  first  day  I  set  foot  on  campus,  I  discovered  that 
there  were  many  extra-curricular  activities  in  which  to 
become  involved.  Some  of  the  highlights  were  tutoring 
fellow  students  with  learning  disorders,  being  a  floor 
monitor  in  my  residence  in  second  year,  and  tutoring 
Japanese  exchange  students  in  conversational  English.  I 
also  volunteered  at  a  local  nursing  home  and  community 
garden.  I  played  first  cello  in  the  Mount  Allison  University 
Chamber  Orchestra  for  four  years.  My  favourite  volunteer 
position  was  as  a  student  athletic  therapist  with  the 
Men's  Varsity  Basketball  Team  for  the  last  two  years.  We 
travelled  as  a  team  throughout  Maritime  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  As  a  student  therapist  I  participated  in  and 
managed  many  emergency  medical  situations  for  both 
my  team  and  opposing  teams.  I  witnessed  everything 
from  broken  noses  to  broken  skulls.  It  was  this  collection 
of  experiences  that  cemented  my  lifelong  dream  of 
becoming  a  physician. 

While  my  undergraduate  studies  have  come  to  an  end, 
I  will  remain  on  the  east  coast  for  part  of  this  summer 
while  I  continue  to  research  until  I  leave  for  a  two-week 
trip  to  Scotland  and  Ireland.  Of  course,  Balmoral  Castle, 
Braemar,  Glen  Gairn,  Craig  Gowan  and  most  importantly, 
BALLATER  are  on  my  agenda!  This  September  I  will  be 
entering  medical  school  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 
After  years  of  preparation  through  high  school  and 
undergraduate  studies,  I  am  very  excited  to  finally  begin 
studying  medicine. 

I  am  reminded  daily  of  friends,  teachers,  staff,  courses 
and  events  that  were  a  part  of  my  13-year  BH  experience. 
I  know  that  so  many  of  my  achievements  today  are 
directly  related  to  the  education,  encouragement  and 
empowerment  that  I  received  from  Balmoral  Hall  School.

We  wanted  to  let  all  alumnae  know  that  a  group  of 
us  who  attended  BH  in  the  1980s  have  established  a 
new  endowment  fund  that  we  are  calling  the  Alumnae 
Future  Generations  Fund.  While  alumnae  have  always 
supported  scholarships,  this  new  fund  has  an  alum 
component  that  we  believe  makes  it  very  special. 

Last  year,  only  17  children  of  alumnae  attended  BH. 
We  would  like  to  see  this  number  increase  and  hope 
that  the  Alumnae  Future  Generations  Fund  will  provide 
scholarship  support  for  a  child,  grandchild  or  great- 
grandchild of  an  alumna  who,  for  financial  reasons, 
might  not  be  able  to  attend  BH. 

With  a  large  goal  in  mind,  we  figured  we  should 
start  this  now  rather  than  later!  As  with  the  other 
endowment  funds  at  Balmoral  Hall,  it  will  be  managed 
by  The  Winnipeg  Foundation  and  once  the  fund  reaches 
$25,000,  the  School  will  use  the  annual  interest  (5%) 


towards  the  scholarship.  To  fund  a  full  tuition,  we 
require  an  investment  of  $250,000.  To  fund  the  tuition  of 
more  than  one  student,  we  require  even  more! 

In  the  fall,  you  will  receive  your  Annual  Fund  materials 
from  the  School.  Every  year,  we  plan  to  direct  our  annual 
gifts  to  the  Alumnae  Future  Generations  Fund  and  we 
encourage  all  alumnae  to  do  the  same.  Being  true  BHers, 
we  anticipate  a  friendly  competition  between  decades  to 
increase  the  participation  levels  and  we'll  encourage  as 
many  alums  as  possible  to  contribute  something  back  to 
BH.  Every  donation  really  counts! 

Whether  you  are  in  proximity  of  Winnipeg  or  not, 
whether  your  offspring  are  girls  or  boys,  we  hope 
you  will  give  something  back  to  support  the  future 
generations  of  alumnae!
